Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 11-12, 15-16, and 44-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Norton et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,568,754 B1). 

Norton et al teaches a vehicle seat 10 having an upright seating position and an 
angled-back rest position (which is inherent since it is "conventional in construction"), 
and having a headrest connected to the vehicle seat by rods, which headrest has a 
center pad 32 and two side pads 42 adjoining a the center pad to right and left, the side 
pads being movable from a swiveled-back supporting position into a swiveled-forward 
resting position (see column 4, lines 18-32 and Figures 2, 4-5, and 7), wherein the 
center pad has a variable pad hardness with a firmer pad hardness in the supporting 
position than in the resting position (See column 4, lines45-50), wherein the side pads 
cooperate with the center pad to vary the pad hardness as they are swiveled, wherein 
the headrest has a carrier plate bearing the center pad and the side pads. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 13-14 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Norton in view of Andreasson et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,779,839 B2). 

Norton et al teaches the structure substantially as claimed but is silent as to 
whether the angle of the headrest relative to the backrest is adjustable about a 
transverse-running swivel axis disposed in its upper region facing away from the vehicle 
seat. However, Andreasson et al teaches such a feature. It would have been obvious 
and well within the level of ordinary skill n the art to modify the headrest, as taught by 
Norton et al, to include the ability to adjust the angle of the headrest relative to the 
backrest about a transverse-running swivel axis disposed in its upper region facing 
away from the vehicle seat, as taught by Andreasson et al, sine it would provide a 
headrest with even more ways to adjust the headrest to accommodate the comfort 
needs of a various users. 

Claims 20-43 and 46 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Pal et al references teach concepts similar to the present invention, 
especially Pal et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,761,403 B2), which teaches tensioning a sheet 
to make the headrest firmer. However, those references have insufficient dates. 
Dellanno also teaches a headrest with some variation in the firmness but also has an 
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insufficient date. Clough, Fowler, Bauer, Aldridge, Herndon, Bartels, and Reikeras et al 
teach headrest similar in structure to the present invention.
